A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 19, 20 and 39 are rejected under 35USC102 (b) as being anticipated by 
Feldman or Eckert. Referring to figures 2 and 3, Eckert teaches a first sleeve #3 and a 
second sleeve #1 containing a piezoelectric element. Appropriate wiring must be 
supplied in order to have an operable device. The two sleeves are mated together via a 
threaded joint. The extremes of the threads constitutes and anti-rotation element, 
because when fully mated, the two elements cannot be further rotated relative to each 
other. Looking at figures 1 and 5 of Feldman, a structure for housing a piezoelectric 
element is also taught which uses two interlocking sleeve members to form the 
transducer housing (#10, #40. the housings are joined together via anti-rotation 
members #27, #77 in the form of 'keys'(projections) that are fitted into 'keyholes'(slots) 
in the other sleeve. Regarding claim 20, it is noted that "configured for receiving ... for 
driving an injector.... Internal combustion engine" is a statement of desired function that 
does not add any specific structure to the combination claimed. As such, it has not 
been given patentable consideration. 

Claims 21 and 30 are rejected under 35 (JSC 102 (b) has been anticipated by Feldman 
for the reasons given above. 
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Claims 22-29 and 31-37 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 38 is rejected under 35 USC 102 (b) as being anticipated by Frank. In figures 1 
and 2 Frank teaches a housing #2 for a plays electric actuator which surrounds the 
longitudinal sides of the piezoelectric element #1 and appropriate leads #6 are provided 
for the mandatory electrical connections.
